Applicants have done so, and 
request allowance of these claims.

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Claims 9 and 10 

In paragraph 12 of the Office Action, the Examiner indicated that Claims 9 and 
10 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form. Applicants have done so, and 
request allowance of these claims. 

Claims 11-13 

Claims 11-13 have been cancelled. 

Claims 14 and 15 

In paragraph 12 of the Office Action, the Examiner indicated that Claims 14 
and 15 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form. Applicants have done so, 
and request allowance of these claims. 

Claim 16
